The application has been amended as follows:

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance, which incorporates 
herein by reference the reasons for allowance specified in the allowance mailed on August 28, 
2008: Applicants newly filed IDS did not cite any references that changed the previous 
patentability determination. The closest prior art on Applicants' new IDS was EP 0220958 (EP 
558). EP 558 is limited to the preparation of protein compounds comprising a peptide (e.g. pro- 
insulin) covalently bound to a dipeptide linker comprising proline, which may be appended to a 
diketopiperazine. There is no motivation to modify the pro-insulin compound suggested by EP 
0220958 by the elimination of the dipeptide sequence followed by complexation with 
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diketopiperazine microparticles. Thus, the claimed method remains is free of the prior art, as 

determined previously in the allowance mailed on August 28, 2008.
